KeRtRCky Crop Oatlook. 

The State Department of Agri- 
ookart In Hi erap raperileBued 
reoeatly does not take an encour- 
aging Tiew of the outlook in Ken- 
tucky. 

The flood district in Weatern 
Kentucky brouuht down the gen 
eral average of hII crops more or 
ess, as many fields of wheat and 
oats were reported as being en- 
tirely ruined as the result of flood 
conditions. There has been little 
rorn plHufed. and on May 1 the 
reports from the department cor 
respondents indicated that oaly a 
little more than .M) per cent, of 
the plowing bad been done, re 
Kardlesa of the fact that much of 
this work was done last fall. More 
than 7 per cent, of the wheat 
acreage has b««a abtndoiMd, leav- 
inn H.'i.S per cent, of an average 
crop in acreage, the condition of 
whidt is estimated at 76 per cent. 
The indicated acreage of dark to- 
bacco is 98.2 per cent., and the 
Burley acreage is 96 per cent. 
The condition of tobaqco beds in 
the dark district is given as 93.6 
per cent., and of the beds for 
Burley tobacco 92.7 per cent. 
Fruits seem to be in fair condi- 
tion though "practically all fruit 
is killed hi aome parte of the 
State." The condition of the 
strawberry crop is 90.3 per cent., 
which is decidedly gratitfintnews 
to the lovers of that luscious fruit. 

A rather unusual situation is re- 
ported from aome of the tcibacco- 
erowine districts where for the 
first time in many years farmers 
setting out tobaeeo bc4bre eorn is 
planted. Ordinarily the reverse 
condition prevails, but corn plant- 
ing has been delayed this year by 
the heavy and frequent rains 
which have made the soil too wet 
for preparinsr corn ground. In 
the meantime the tobaooo plants 
liave made such progress as to de- 
mand the farmers' attention and 
as fra qe ei a t "aeasons" ara not 
lacking tobacco is going Into the 
ground at a rapid rate. 

There is generally more or less 
solicitude among farmers at this 
season uf the year over the out- 
come of agricultural operationa. 
Probably a month hence the pres- 
ent discouraging situation will 
have been forgotten and in dae 
season the harvest will be abund- 
ant — as it has been heretofore un- 
der aimiiar conditions. — Godrier- 
Joumal.

render immune those who are 
placed la infected reffioos where 
they cannot follow hygenic rules." 

Prof. |detobinkoff deacribed the 
esults bf his long experiments in 
these words: 

"Its value has been scientifical- 
y proved." But . with wise re- 
ticence he refused to claim for hia- 
discovery anythint; very new. 

The Enftlisb bacteriologist, 
W right; the French savant, Prof. 
Vincent, and others have intro- 

troduced more ot less successful 
HUti-lyphoid serums. All these 
vaccines have been prepared from 
baccilli no longer alive, having 
been generally killed by heat. 
Prof. MelehiBkoff sooffht to pre- 
pare vaodne fron) living baccill 
placed fas specially prepared water 
made sensitive or impreipiated 
with a substance found in the se- 
rum of animals (bat had been 
madefapmoae. For this purpose 
the horse was chosen. The virus 
thus acqaired was first used on 
chimpanzees aS being most like 
men.

Institute voluntered and 500,000,- 
000 typhoid baccilli were intro- 
doeei hrto the orcaaism of each 
Little reaction resulting, ten days 
later they were inoculat^ with 
nearly three timee as muiy mi 
crobes and again no ill effects were 
observed. Tests showed they had 
become immnne even to the yiru 
lent Eberth baccilli, as they are 
called. Since then forty-four 
other persons have been aabjeded 
to the serum,' all with soeeoss. 

Several European armies use a 
serum against typhoid enteric, 
dyaentery and other diseases tbst 
in time past have ravaged the

Reference is made by the com- 
miasipner to some salient facts set 
forth b.y Dr. Fletcher B. Dresslar, 
of the Federal Bureau of Educa- 
tion, in an article reviewing the 
educational profjress of the coun- 
try in the decade from 1900 to 
1910. It is cited that the average 
length of the public school term 
increased iterft than 8 per cent.; 
that the average number of cbys 
ftttf'iuled by eacli puiiil increaseii 
more than 13 percent.; that the 
number of teachers increased near 
ly 20 per cent. ; that the average 
monthly salary for male teachers 
increased about 85 per ct nt. and 
for female teachers about '25 pei 
cent.; that the value of all school 
property increased more than 75 
per cent, and the income of public 
schools more than 83 per cent ; 
that the number of children in 
public kindergartens increased 
more than 40 per cent., the num 
ber of public high schools more 
than 70 per cent, and the number 
of high school pupils more than 
76 per cent. The appropriatioii 
of pnblie funds for normal schools 
increued 140 per cent. The iiuni 
ber of students in professional 
ooucses in pablio normal school.<- 
increased 68 per cent. The pro 
dictive endowments of univer 
lities, colleges and schools ol
